Electric Light Report. 


The following is the report of the Elec 
trie Light Committee which was adopt­ 
ed at the last meeting of the Board of 
Trustees, and for which bids are called 


for in another column. 
The report 
shows where all of the street lights will 
be placed in the future: 


All the poles that are now the prop­ 
erty of the town can be used for string­ 


ing wires thereon, for this service, the 
wires on said poles to be placed at the 
greatest distance from the ground that 
the height of the poles will permit. All 
additional poles must be of such a 
height that all wires suspended 
there­ 
from shall ^ r c a l least twenty feet from 
the ground. 
In all places 
where 
lights are placed on corners, the pole 
upon which said light is situated, shall 
be placed as near the curb and as near 
the exact corner as possible, if said 


The Town of Berkeley is to hare 
the option of extending its incandes­ 
cent light 
service, 
riot 
exceeding 
seventy-five lamps in addition to those 
herein specified; at any time prior to 
July i, 1897, and at the same price 
per lamp per month and under the 
same conditions of the contract, and 
the contractor shall place said lights 
where directed, under all conditions of 
the contract and specifications. 


Tenders will be received from bid­ 
ders stating at what price they will give 
to the Town of Berkeley the option of 
purchase of said installation, said op 
tion to hold good until November 1 


1897. 
If the Town of Berkeley does 
not exercise said option of purchase 
within the time specified, the contrac 
tor shall remove said poles, wires, etc., 
within sixty days from the date of no 
tice to remove is given to aaid contrac­ 
tor by the Superintendent of Streets 
unless said contractor is in possession 


of a franchise for the erection and 
maintenance of a pole line on said 
streets. 


A certified check for two hundred 
($200) dollars must accompany each 
and every bidder as a guarantee on the 
part of said bidder, if the contract be 
awarded to him or them, that he or 
they will well and truly execute a satis 
factory bond in and for the sum of two 
thousand ($2000) dollars for the proper 
execution of said contract, and when

All wires are to be suspended 
from ciossarms and no bracketts are 
to be used except by and with the

White enameled reflectors, properly 
hooded, are to be used in connection 
with incandescent lamps of 32 C. P. 
each, one reflector and one lamp are 
to be used where each light is located 
as herein specified, or that may here­ 
after be specified. 


The hooded reflectors are to be sus­ 
pended from arms manufactured from 
wrought iron pipe, said arms to be not 
less than six feet in length. 
The arms 
are to be attached to the poles so that 
the light extends into the streets, and 
said arms are to be placed at an angle 


of forty-five degrees from the intersec­ 
tion of streets, where said streets in­ 
tersect at right angles, and they are to 
be placed on all other 
corners as 
directed by Superintendent of Streets. 


All lights are to be suspended at a dis­ 
tance of twelve feet from the ground 
unless otherwise ordered by the Super­ 
intendent of Streets. 


Double or triple braided 
weather 
proof wire is to be used for the line 
service; all wire used in the installa-- 
tion throughout must be covered with 
suitable insulation. , 


The 
contractor 
must replace any 
and all lamps at such place or places, 
when they become unable to furnish 
satisfactory service for any reason what­ 
ever, at his own expense. 
The entire 
cost for poles, crossarms, pins, Insula­ 
tors, wires, arms, reflectors, lamps and 


all material and labor necessary to in­ 
stall this system, shall be paid for by 
the contractor. 


In stringing the line wires, proper 
care must be exercised not to damage 
any trees along the line, and where it 


is necessary to trim trees it must be 
done by and with the consent of the 
Superintendent of Streets. 


Lights are to be furnished on all 
dark nights beginning as soon as it is 
dark on each and every night, and 
continuing until 1:30 a. m. the morn­ 


ing following, unless during such time 
the moon gives forth sufficient light for 
pedestrians and drivers of vehicles to 
be properly guided on their journey. 


The contract is to extend from Janu­ 
ary 1, 1896, until December 29, 1897, 
both inclusive, and bidders must spec­ 


ify the price per lamp per month for 
this service. Contractor must have the 
entire plant installed so as to furnish 
light on tne first day of January 1896, 
as specified.

The 
GAZETTE announced last even­ 


ing the death of Mrs. Carrie Abby 
Libby, which took place 
yesterday 
morning at the home of Mrs. Husten- 
den, at 1610 Todd street, Lorin. 


The woman before she died stated 
that she had eaten some mush at the 
home of a friend in West Berkeley on 
Saturday and she thought that she had 
been poisoned. 
She gave the name of 
this friend as Mrs. Maud Brand. 
A 
thorough search 
of West Berkeley 
failed to discover the whereabouts of 


Mrs. Brand, or of any one who knew 
her. 


After the body had been removed 
to the morgue all sorts of rumors were 
rife as to the cause of death, but these 
were soon set at rest by Dr. Eastman, 


who held an autopsy upon the body, 
and found that the deceased came to 
her death from strangulation of the 
colon, caused by an Umbilical hernia. 
Coronor Baldwin this morning held 
an inquest upon the body at the under­ 
taking parlors of Alfred Brown on 
Center street. 


The 
first 
witness called was Dr. J. 
S. Eastman who held the autopsy. He 
testified that he had found a large um­ 
bilical tumor on the left side, Irom 
which the colon protruded; also a pro- 
lapsis of the left ovary and of the 
womb. 
He also found a hard cal­ 
loused spot of long standing, which 
was caused by the wearing of a pad. 
He found the walls of the stomach in 
fair condition for a woman of the de-' 
ceased's age. 
He examined the stom­ 
ach and found that there was no trace 
of poisin it it, as it contained nothing 
but a little milk and oil. He attributed 
the cause of her death to strangulation 
of the colon. 


Mrs. 
Amelia Hustenden was the 
next witness called. 
She testified that 
the deceased had come to her house 
on Saturday evening last and com­ 
plained of cramps in her bowels. She 
was 
given some whisky and pepper, 
after which she retired. 
She got up 
Sunday morning but was still suffering 
with the cramps; she could not eat any 
breakfast but drank a cup of cocoa. 
Alter breakfast she took some salts but 
her suffering still continued. 
In the 
evening the witness kept making con­ 
stant hot applications until about 2 
o'clock in the morning. 
At that time 
the woman seemed 
to be 
getting 
worse and the woman sent her husband 
for Dr. Rowell, but before he arrived 
Mrs. 
Abby expired. 
She had known 
the deceased for seventeen 
years but 
did not know anything of her history 
other than that she was a widow and 
was over 50 years of age. 


The Jury brought in a verdict in ac­ 
cordance with the autopsy held by Dr. 
Eastman. 


The writer, as he viewed the Body 
of the deceased, could not help Think­ 
ing how sad a case was this before him. 
There was an old white haired lady 
with a sweet motherly face, who, while 
poorly, was neatly clad, and whose 
features showed the suffering that she 
must have patiently endured for years, 
while at the same time she had to face 
poverty in its severest forms. 
Only a 
few days before her death she had' been 
put out of her lodgings and what little 
furniture she had was piled out on the 
sidewalk where it still remains because 
she was too poor to have it remover 
1, 
and besides she had no place to re­ 
move it to. 
She then came to Oak­ 
land to the home of Mrs. Hustenden, 
a friend, whom she knew would give 
1 her shelter. 
There she died, and to­ 
day she lay in the morgue without a 
friend or a relative in the world to 
cross her aged hands or to smooth the 
white hairs from her. brow. 
Tonight 
she will sleep in the pauper's field 
there to be forgotten until that day 
when He who "knew of all her sufferings 
and of her history shall summon her 
to the mansion that He has prepared 
for her in Heaven. 
For if any person 
is to receive a reward in Heaven this 
poor, venerable woman whose pure 
face is an index to her life is deserving 
of a place there.

From this receiver it will be 
distributed in Berkeley and elsewhere 
as the demand calls for it.

Congressman Hilbom will take his 
departure for Washington on Saturday 
next in order to be on the ground in 
good season for the next session of 
Congress.

Jook to him this winter as one of the 
ablest promoters of matters to the 
benefit of the Pacific Coast, in which 
he will be strongly supported by the 
whole Coast delegation. 


Congressman Hilborn has many ad­ 
vantages in his favor to help his con­ 
stituency along.
